As for the hurt which is hereby pretended to be done to learned 
Phyfitians, itis a meer Imagination, and no learned Phyſitian that 
'bethinks himſelfwell, will ſo judg. For the uſe of thele Books re- 
ſpects chiefly the Poor of this Nation, together with Sea-farers, and 
Soldiers. But for the Rich that have Money to ſpare, and bide at 
home, no otherwiſe (in point of practice) than for an honeſt Curioſi- 
ty; and delightful Speculation. What rich man 1s there ſo mad, who 
reading a Chapter in theſe Books,and ſeeing what a world of Conſide- 
rations and Cautions do belong to the knowledg and orderly Cure of 
every Diſcalc, but will be more fearful than ever be was before to com- 
mit himſelfro the Cure of any but a leaned Phyſitian.

ZR N this our Treatifl of Head. Diſeaſes, we fpeak Pi onlj 

4 of thoſe which are in the ſubſtance of the Brain, and the Films 
which contain it. For although the Eyes, Ears, Tongue, 

Teeth, Gums, Jaws, and Pallat, go to the making vp of the 
Head ; yet we think it fit to ſpeak of their Diſeaſes in ſeve- 
yal Books for better Method ſake ; And to call the Diſeaſes of | 
the Brain and its Meninges, or Films , by the name of Heads 
Diſeaſes, moſt properly ſo from the excellency of the parts wherein they are. Theſe 
come from the hinderance of the Action of the Brain, eicher in reſpe&t of Sence,; 
Motion, or Nutrition. The Sence # divided into Internal, and External ; 
the Internal hath the chief Attions, as Imagination, Reaſoning, Memory ; - as alſo 
Sleep and Waking ; the Diſeaſes of which are, Frenzie, Madneſs, Melancholy, 
Catoche, Coma waking ſleep, and Coma long ſleep, Lethargie,, Carus, Apo- 

plexy. The External Sences are five, namely, Sight, Hearmg, Smelling, Taſt, 
and Feeling. But becauſe the firſt forty have therr peculiar Organs or parts, which 


have divers Diſeaſes, which we ſhal treat of in ſeveral Books. We will in this 


Book lay down and declare thoſe which belong to the ſence of Feeling, becauſe they I

DIFFERENCES. Theſe four Diſeaſes differ one from another afcer this manner: 
In the Diſeaſe called Coma, Cataphora, or Subeth, according to Avicen, is a deep fleep; but ſuch 
an one as from which che Pacienc ts caifed, openech bis eyes, and an{werech, buc preſently he1 Is __ 


_ inadeep ſleep. 


In a Lethargre, che fleep is like that of Coma, bur it is joyned with a Feaver and Frenzy; or Do- 
_ cage, 

S Carus there is no Feaver as 1n Letha rgys but in Carus the fleep is more deep and profound, ſo 
that when che ſick party 2s rouzed up, he ſcarce opens his Eyes, and antwers nor, as in the former, buc 
yer beinp pinched he is ſenſible, and his breath comes freely. 

In Apoplexy the fleep is moſt deep, anda coral privation of ſence and motion, except breathing 2 : 
and fo therefore che tick doth nexcher open his eyes, anſwer, nor fee] when he is bure ; 3 asalſo be brea» 
theth very difficulcly. 

 _CAVSES. Thereare many Caules of theſe Diſeaſes. 

The firſt. and chief cauſe is flegm and waterifh bumor contained in the Brain : of which (when 
chere 1s buc a (mal quantity, that moitteneth and coolerh che [ubſtance of the Brains ſtopping UP Its 
potes and pafſages) comech Coma. | 

Buc if the ſame quancicy of Humor ſo gathered ropether, become pucrified and corrupr, or grow 
into a tumor or { welling, or be diſperied chroughou: the Brain, it procureth a Lethargie. 

Whea tir is gatheced in a greacer quantity withou: corruprion, and chat the bumar 1s ſucked up 1.79 
co the ſubſtance of che Brain, ic cauterha Gars. 

And laftly; When the Humor is ſo great 1" quantity that it doth not only fill che Brain, bur alſo 
the Ven:ricles thereof, ſtopping and ſtrait*ning chem, and allo when ic doth offend the Original of 
the Nerves which comes from the brain, and is placed i in the baſis or botcom of the $kul, and when i iT 


hindereth che pafſage of che Animal Spirit, ic begers an Apoplexy. 


Secondly, Sleepy Diſcaſes ſpring alſo from abundance of blood in the brain ; for if che- ſtore of 
blood concatned, be more raw, wareriſh,and cold, it thickens the Animal Spirice, and makes chem un- 
fic co move ; as alſo: he abundance of humor charging che Brain, . binderech the free patlage of che 
Spirics, and according as the humor is more or lels in quantity, more or leſs in coldneſs, it producerh 
a grearer or a lefſer Diſeale : Sothat both Coma, Carus, and Apoplexy may be cauſed thereby. |

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Fourthly, Many Vapors flying into the Brain may be che cauſe of a fleepy Diſeaſe :; for if the va« 
pors be many andproſsghas chey burden the Animal Spirics, and darken chem as with a miſt, even as 
the clouds inthe greater world darken and obicure the beams gt the Sun. But if ebey be avermoift 
chey do ſo wer che Brain chat it becomes weak and faintin us functions and performances : Therfore 
Drunkards fleep profoundly from the vapor of che Wine, and che abundance of Crudities tent up 
inco the Brain. So Children thac are croubled with che worms are ofcen taken with leepy diſcates 
from the abundance of groſs and thick vapors which ariſe from crude and wateriſh humors. So in in- 
recmitting Feavers or Agues, ſomcimes inthe beginning of the Dileaſe chere 1s irceſiftable fleep, by 
reaſon of che crude and ſtinking humots which are contained in the Veins, efpecially in che Meſecaici 
Veins, which humors being made thin by the hear of che fic of the Ague, ſend many vapors co the 
head, and produce ſuch a fleep as ends wich his cold fic fomcimesy and ac other cimes continues to the 
end of che fic, according as the vapors are moregroſs or thin ; or as they are more or lefs in quantit Ys 
and ſo are longer and fooner diſcuſſed and diſperſed. - 
.- Fiftly, Many cimes fopreat a {leepig Dileaſe 1s begor by the roo frequent uſe of Medicines calied 
Narceticks, that do produce fleep 3 cbac many unawares by the unskiltul uſe of Opium bave fi-pc 
their laſt. There is alſo che lame ftupifying force in ſome living Creatures: as in che Torpedo, or 
Cramp» fith.

Thechietofal is a wateriſh Humor, which by ſtopping, compreſſing, condenſing or making thick, 
refrigerating or making cold, binders the paffage of che Animal Spirits. 

This watery Humor comes from the Brain, and fals upon the Nerves and Marrow of the Back : So 
a light Apoplexy curns intoa Paley, when che Humor chat cauſed it fals trom che Head upon the 
Marrow and beginnitg of the Nerves, and fo gets into the ſubſtance of them, and ſhucs up thole in- 
ſenſible Paſſages chrough which che Spirits come to che Paris; or deſcending by che hollow of the 
Back-bone, and by che Marrow of the Back and cunning upon the Nerves, it comprefleth and ftreighe- 
neth-chem, whereby the Anima] Spirits are hindered in cheir Mocion. 

Moreover, Fbe ſame Humor may ſo thicken the tubſtance of a Nerve by ics coldneſs,that it cannot 
be pailed:chrough by the Animal Spirits. 

Andlaftly, The Paſfige of the Animal Spirits co the parts of the Body may be ſo hindered by a 
fimple diftemper im cold andmorftneis, that che Native cemper of a Nerve, and che heat in ie may be 
deftcoyed, and che Animal Spirit nor perform bus office ; tor the heat of the Animal Spirics muſt be

and his Comment upon Aphbor. 39. Sect. 6. For faith he, while che ftrings ace moiſt and filled wich 
bumor, as it fals our whea che wind is Southeroly, chey are ſtrercbed, and ſo broken ; and when they 
are overdry, as is happens in Northern weather, chey are contracted, and alſo broken, So che Reins 
of a Bridle drying too neer the fice, are contracted when they were before excended with coo much 
moiſtuce : che ſame befals the Nerves, which being either coo ful of moiſture, oc roo dry,are ſtre;ch- 
ed and contracted 3 and che Muſcles into which they are uniced, are fo drawn back co cheir princIpal

The Mediate Cauſes of a Convulſion, which make Repletion and Empcineſs, are divers. And 
ficſt che Cauſes of Replecion are reciced by Galen in bis Book of Trembling, chap. lift, roche increaſe 
of flegm, and inflammarion, a wateriſh humor flowing to che Nerves, is ſuppoled co ſtcerch chem in 


their breadth, which muſt needs make them ſhoccer. : 
Bur here is a very great difficulty which is propounded by divers Authors, bur is reſolved perfedts 
ly and plainly by none : namely, whac difference there is berween the cauie of a Palſey, and of a 
Convulſion, when both come froma water flowing upon che Nerves : why chat maccer which makes 
a Palſey (which fo fils the Nerves thax it ſtops al cherr paſſages or pores, whereby che Animal Spis 
rics are hindered in their mution) doth not alſo ftrerch the Nerves in breadch, and cauſe allo a Con- 
vulſion 3 and why che matter cauſing a Convullion, filling the Nerves, doth noc allo ftop che paſlages, 
and cauſe a Palſey, when concracily io a Gonvullion the teeling remainech, andthe part affeccd toc 
the moſt part is very much pained ? For the reſolving of chis doubc, Authors ace much divided ; and 
the moſt ingenious of them al, confels that is beyond their capacity. Moſt witty Averroes conlide- 
ring of chis point, breaks forch in this expreſſion: I would I knew the reaſon. (lauth he) why the 
Nerves are extended in their breadth, and not in their length. Andpreſencly afcer he faith : nom 
ye that the words of al Phyſitians that write of this Symptome, are more proper to Fidiers and 
Singers ,than to Demonſtrators, or ſuch as ſhould make things plain. And Ingenious Argenterius 
in his Comment upon the 26. Aphor. Sect. 2. ſpeaks chus: It zs noteafie to render a reaſon of all 
things, and eſpecially by Water which 1s ſaid to be the cauſe of the Palſey,or reſolution of Nerves, 
and of the Gonwulfion, ſhould ſomtimes bring one, and ſomtimes anotber, when 1it is the ſame mats 
zer, and the ſame parts are affeted, namely, tbe Nerves , why ſhould not the ſame Diſeaſe be al- 
waies produced 2 Thus Argenterius. The great dilficulcy of cis matter hach diſtcatted all Wri- 
ters into divers Opinions, fo that tome have lefc che Doctrine of Hippocrates and Galeny among 
whom ace Awverroes, Eraſtus, Platerus, Ceſalpinus, Sennertus, and others, whole dwers Opinions, 
and long Difpucacions we cannot atrend co repeat, for we delice tobe very ſhore, and lay aſide a 
Controverſies, only adbzcing co choſe things which ace moft neceflacy co Cure. The Opinion of 
the ſoundeſt Writers, which are unwilling to difſenc from Galen, comes cochis: That a Cotvullion

2. and Experience ceachech us, that the greateſt diſtentions are 
made eſpecially by wind, as we may fee m the Dropfie called Tympamites, and the Chollick, Ang 
in Convulſions thoſe are the greateſt which are cauſed of wind, which ftrecchech and diftendeth che 
pares. By chis Argument, al he aforeſaid Objections are anſwered : For if ic be demanded, Why

| CHAP. XI. 
Of a Phrenitis, or Phrenz1e. 


Phrerzy is an TInflamacion of the Brain and its Membranes witch a continual caving, and a 
ſharp conſt ant Feaver. 

By the word Inftamation, we underſtand a true Tumor, which is commonly called a 

contracted Inflamation, coming of Blood out of che Veſfels falling upon che ſubſtance of 
the part ; for the Blood being hot and Cholerick, and in the Membranes or ſubſtance of che Bain, 
cau(eth a true Eryfypelas, or an Eryſepelas Phlegmonoder, or Phlegmon Eryfopelatodes. 

By Delirium, or Do:ing, we underftand the ecring of Reaſon, tor we ſuppole thac fault cannoc 
be in che Imapinacion alone, without a faulc in the Reaſon, ina Phrenzy ; whacſoever others think, 
we ace led by che Authority of Galen, whoin his Book of che Difference of Sympromes, chap. 3. 
gives an Example of on Theophilus a Phyfician, who thought Fidlers fate continually ina corner of 
bis houſe playing, and beleeved-chac he ſaw them ſfomtimes ſtandinng, fomtimes ſttcing, and cried 
continually thar they ſhould be aft our of doors. And Galen faith, char in him the Imaginacion 
was hurt wichout che Reaſon. Firſt cherefore we may ſay chac Theophilus had not a Phrenzy ; tor 
Galen doth not not ſay thar he bad, bur fpeaking of a Delicium (which Theopb3lus bad) therefore is 

'wasrather Melancholly,becauſe they fomrimes err in one object,and diſcourie wel concernipg other: 
ſo ſaith Galen of Theophilns,chat he had wiidom in other chings, both co diſcourſe, and to knaw his 
friends. But we.ſay turther of Theophilus,char not only his Imagination but alſo his Reaſon was bucc, 
becauſe be really chought che Fidlers were there, and deſired they ſhould be pur forth : For when

27 
An Hemorrhagia of che Noſe, isa Symptom in the excrecion of thoſe things which are wholly 
apainft Nacure« For Blood coming through che Noſe, either comes from the Veins and Arteries in- 
to the Brain, or from the Veſlels coming from che Pallat co the Noſtcils, which are like che Hemor-

wing loſt at Leaſt twelve pound of blood from both Noſtrils ; I was ſent for, and after he had bled 4 
whol day, Icommanded two Cupping-glaſſes without ſcarification tobe applied, one to hzs Lin.r, 
the other t0 the Spleen; and the blood ſeemed to ftay a little, but after my departure, when hs wife 
perceived bim to bleed again out of both Noſtrils, and that bis cupping had done no good, ſhe com* 
manded that the cupping ſhould be ſet #pon Þzs feet, and the blood wonderfully. ſtopped beyond ex- 
pet#ation : But after the Cupping-glaſſes bad been a whileftxed, the Patient fell into a (wound;

But this 3s erronious, becauſe that which is ſoft, if it be viſcous or clammy,may be extended, 
and bones are impoſthumated, as Galen teacheth, and we wil ſhewo in our Chapter of the Teeth 
Moreover, we ſay that whatſoever is nouriſhed is extended and increaſed with the nouriſhmens gi 
it 7s likewiſe poſſible that 33 may be extended and augmented with its ſuperfluity, and tbat is dn. im« 
poſtbume. This Avicen teacherh from the Dodtrive of Galen, who Lib.g. de comp. med. ſec. loc. 
cap. 8. ſairh, Becauſe the Teeth cannot grow without nouriſhment, they are only obnoxious to theſ 
two Diſeaſes following, namely, of want, and ſuperjuity of nouriſhment : by want of nouriſhmen; 
tbey grow drier and thinner , and by ſuperfiutty of it, there will be aninflamation about the fi-ſhy 
parts, Thus Galen. But it is probable char pain is more uſual (if ic be vehement) in thoſe party 
which have molt exquiſite ſence, namely, the Nerve and che Membrane in che hole of the Tooth next 
to the root, %hich doth nor only ſuffer diftention and vellication, but alfoſomrimes inf}amation of 
che humors flowing down 3 for if blood be mixed with other humors, then the pain hath two cauſes,

Andif 
the Teerh by reaſon of the diftemper, foulnels, or eroſton are fuch, the flux wil chiefly come chicher, 
Charls Piſo propounds an Experiment of this (who alſo thinks the Toothach comes chiefly from 
ſerous humor) Ib. de morb. ab illuv. ſec. obſ. 77. where he reports that himſelf being croubled with 
che Tootb-ach for many dates, halt an hour after he had caken a purging Medicine, vomited up ab:y: 
a pint ofcleer water wich tuch ſucceſs, that ten yeers afrer he was never croubled with it, By which 
Experience he alwaies preſccibed Medicines that purge water to them who were ſo troubled, and with 
good ſucceſs. Moreover, he ftriverh co prove thac ic comes from this cauſe, by this ſign, Becaule 
chey who have the Tooth-ach, do continually ſper.

Fot whenevil blood aboundech in 
che wbol Body, and is carried unto the Head, if che Brain be ftcong ic wil not receive it, but ſends ic 
down by che ſame Veins into che lower parts 3 hence come divers Inflamations, as Parotides, or Tu- 
mors under the Ears, Ophthalmies, Apgioa's, and the like. 

Yong men are more ſubject co the Angina, than o1d , becauſe they have much Chollerick blood, 
and becauſe they are ful bodied, and have much blood, eſpecially in che Head. | 

Some Authors ſay that men are more ſubject co Angina's than women ; which ic ſeems 4; pocra» 
zes obſerved, 6G. Epid. Sect. 7. where deſccibing an Epidemical Confticution, in which Avpina?s, 
Cougbs, and Peripneumonia'*s,or Inflamations of che Lungs, were frequency he afficmeth that few wo« 
men were fick, and he grves no other reaſon, bac becauſe chey wenc leſs abroad chan men, andchere« 
fore were not ſo ſubject co injuries from the Air. Which reaſon doth not apree wich the univerſal 
Pcopoſicion, That women are leſs ſubject ro Angina*s than men z but this may bea ccue reafon, be- 
cauſe women have colder blood, a leſs Larynx or Wind-pipe, and narrower Veins of che Thcoar. 
For which Reaſon choſe parts do not fo ealily receive defluxions, | 

The precedent Diſeaſes may be reduced co their internal Cauſes, as continual, putrid,bucning,and 
eſpecially Epidemical Feavers, fuch as were mentioned by Foreſtus, Qbſ. 2. Lib. 6. which happened 
in theyeer 1517. at which cime al chat were infected had an Inflamation of the Jaws, and died 
within ſixteen or twenty hours,except they were let blood wichin fix hours. Bur in chis Angina the 
Feaver is not Sympromatical, but Efſential, and the Angina is ſymptom to ic, becauſe pace of che 
maccer cauſing che Diteaſe is ſent co this place; tor in Epidemical Feavers, Anging*s, Pleureſies , 
Iaflamation of che Lungs, Diſenteries, and che hke do happen, from fome ſecret torce and influence 
of the Scars, by which ſomcimes one part of che Body, and ſomcimes another is more affected. 

Whatſoever can cauſe a flux of humors to theſe parts may be reckoned among the external Cauſes 
of this Diſeaſe : As Sourhernly winds, according to Tizppocrates, Aph. 16. Sect. 3. incime of much 
rain, many Diſeaſes happen, as long Feavers, Fluxes of the Belly, Purcitactions, Falling- fickneſles, 
Apoplexies, ard Angina*s. Alto for the producing of this laſt, che inequalicy of weather doch 
much, when the parts are made looſe by heaf 3 and by cold ſuddenly coming thereupon, che bumors 
ace ſentchicher. A ſudden cooling afcer heat, and drinking of cold water doth the {ame, or if the 
Head be kepc coo hot or coo cold. ; 

The ficſt Cauſe of a Baſtard Angina, is propounded by Hzppocrates, 4. de vits. rat. in morb. acut. 
text, 39. where he {ar'n, an Angina comes when in Winter and Spring cxme much ſlmy tlegm talls 
from che Head co the Jugular Veins, which obſtructeth the paflages of che Spirics with 1s cold 

lewineſs, 

: There is anochec Cauſe of a Baſtard Angina given by Hippocrates, 2. Epidem. Sect. 2. namely, a 
Tumoe riſing in che Vercebra*s of the Neck, and elpecially un that which is called Dens, or the ſhape 
of a Tooth by Hippocrates, by which the Vertebr# are drawn inward, and therefore a Cavity ap=- 
pears in the excernal part. Now this Tumor either comes from flegm, removing by its eacceale che 
Vertebra from its ſeat, or trom blood falling upon the Muſcles, from whence comes an inflamation by 
which the Muſcles being contradted draw the Vertebrg*s inward, and .chen ic is a crue Angina coming 
fcom che inflamacion of the ſaid Muſcles.

DIAGNOSTICH, An Angina is generally known, firft by ics proper figns,namely, diffi-

felt about the Jaws and Throat: and in a true Angina, redneſs, beat, and a Feaver are ſigns. \ 

The Differences may be diſtinguiſhed by cheir proper ſigns. In Synancbe chere igleſs difficulty

In Paraſynanche there's leſs difficulty of breathing, nay, very lictle, becauſe the inflamation of 
the external Muſcles of the Jaws doth lictle hinder reſpiration, cbere is pain and redneſs outwardly in 
the Neck, when the outward parcs are inflamed. 

In Cynanche there is great binderance of Reſpiration, ſo as the Patience ſeems co be ſtrangled, and

Alchough Afthma uſed generally, comprehendech in a Jarge {ignification, all kinds of difficulecy of 
breaching 3 yer it ſignifies more {pecially chat thorcneſs of breathing which comes fcom the ſtuffing of 
che Lungs,and che obſtruction of che Bronchion, or Griftles of the Wind-pipe ; which of ics ſelf ef- 
ſencially is without a Feaver, aJthough fomrimes it be zoyned cherewith, And againyic is ſubdivided 
:nco three other kinds ; as firſt, D ypnaa 3 the ſecond called alſo Afthma; the third Ortbopnea. 

Dyſpneea is a ditiiculcy of brearbing, in which che Breath is drawn oftener and thicker, from che 
ſtuffing of che Lungs. This is leſs chan Aſthma, on Octhopneea, becauſe che maccec obſtructing is 
leſs, and ic rather tops the ſubſtance of the Lungs, chan Griſtles or Bronchia: hence it is that thece is 
noratcleing at al, which comes from cage commotion of the humors contained in the Bronchia, with 
the Air continually paſſing through. : | 
' Afthma isa grear and ofcen breathing, in which the Diaphragma, the Inteccoſtal Muſcles becween 
the Ribs, and of che Abdomen, are violently moved, Joyned with rattleing and wheefing. For in a+ 
true Aſthma properly ſo called, che Broncaia of the Lungs are filled with flegn, which (as is ſaid ) 
being moved by che Aar, make thac noile. 

Orthopneea is a great difficulty of breathing, in which the Patient cannor breach bur ſitting, and 
with the neck extended upright 3 and che atoretaid Muſcles are not only moved vehemently, but al 
{o choſe of the Breaft and Shoulders. | 4 

The names Dyſpnea and Orthopncea, as we ſaid of Aſthma, areuſed commonly fot al difficulties 
of breathing, which happen in Pleuceſties, or Inflamation of che Lungs, or the like. 

The ſame may be ſaid of Apnea, which doth not only ſigathe a depravation of breatbing as che 
former, bur alſo a diminiſhing or aboliſhing chereot 3 and chis happeneth in ſyncope, Hyfterical 
Paſſions, and ſtrong Apoplexies, | 

CAUSES. The Humor which caufeth an Aſthma, is for the moſt pare Flegm, which fals 
from the Head inco the Lungs, and obſtcucts the Bronchia or Wind=pipe. Somrcimes ic comes from 
crude and ſerous bumors brought by Arteria Venoſa into the Lungs, and if cheſe flow cothe Bron- 
chia, they produce a crue Aſthma wich raceleing 3 . but if co the ſubftance of the Lungs, or ſmooth Ar- 


ceries, they cauſe a baſtard Aſthma without ractleing. 


This kind of Afthma, which is unknown to vulger Phyſitians (who wil acknowledp no other caliſe 


bur a defluxion from che Head) is confirmed, not only by not caccleing, bur from the chick and cur- 
bulenc Urine of che Pacienc ac thac time,eſpecially in che fic, becauſe tome parc of choſe thick and. 
ccude humors in the Veins is ſent tothe Reins and Bladder. And {ome Afſthmacical men are ſubjec& 
to ſtoppage of Urine, and when they are fo, they are free from it. Bur when the fic of che Athaa 
comes, the ditficulcy of Urine ceaſeth, becauſe the marcer of the difeafe contained in' the Veins goes 
from one placeto another : We have alſo ſeen ſome ſubject to a flux in the Belly, who while they 
were ſo, were free from che Aﬀthma , buc when chat ſtopped, the Aﬀbma recurned, Moreover, this 
kind of Aﬀthma which is without ractleing, 1s ſo duectly oppofite to bleeding, chat when a Vein is 


opened in the fir,as ſoon as it bleedeth, che Patient begins preſencly to breach bercer, and in che end, 
or afcera little ſpace, they are cured ot their fic.

Eripneumonia hath the ſame effence with a Pleuriſie, and is diſtinguiſhed ooly by the part affe- 
ed, becauſe that is che inflamacion ofche Lungs, and chis of che Membrane that compallech 
che Ribs. They differ ſomwhar in the matter, for a Pleriſie comes often of Choller, bur Perip- 
neumonia of Flegm ; al:bough all humors-( as we ſaid of a Pleurifie ) may produce this dileaſe, [ 
mean humors which are l:ke blood, and make up the maſs of it.

Heart putrid V apors are continually ſent chither and cauſe the Feaver, which afcer is diſperſed from 
rhe Heart into che whol body 3 foal the parts being roo cold and dry, and receiving the intempe- 
rate pucrifying heat, do not wel concoct their nouriſhment, bur are ill nouriſhed, from whence y Ou 
may plainly perceive a Conſumprion of the ſubſtance of the whol body : for that Feaver by reaſon 
of its continuance from che perſeverance of che Cauſe turnerh HeCtick : and is often Joyned with a 
utrid Feaver, which 1s known by che Ucine, and by the Diſtempers excraord. nity at ſormcimes, in- 
ſomuch chat in ſome Gonſumprions you may obſerve fics of an intermicting Feaver.

But there are ewo Conditions for the Cauling of an Ulcer : one in reſpect of the mitrer Howinp 3 
anocher in reſpect of the Lungs : In reſpect of the Matrer ic is required chat ic ſhould beſo dif oled, 
thac when ic is pucrified it begets a ſharpneſs which may cauſe an Ulcer : In reſpect of the Lidge: 
they muſt be excrao1dumary tender, and difpoſed to corruprion, which ina word is called a Virious 
Conftitution .of che Lungs, coming from che Parents uſually , of which we will ſpeak here- 
afcer. '

ſubſtance and cauſe a Conſumption : and this comes commonly from the Parencs , from whence a _ 
Conſumption is reckoned among the Hacedirary diſeaſes, of which it is thechief, ſo chat we may - 


oblerve how many whol Families ace raken away with this diſeaſe.

DIFFERENCES. There are no crue and proper Differences of Confumptions, but 
ſuch as come from the variety of their Cauſes. Yet Hippocrates doth lay down many kinds whichace 
worth the obſerving, which muft be reduced,nor croa cxryeGonſumprion, bur co one in general, which 
is wichout Ulcer of the Lungs. Andficſt Lib. 6 epid a text. 47. he ſpeaks of a Conſumption 
wh'chcame from a running of che Reins, 1n his Haftory's A Satyre called Grypalopex, being twen: 

 tyfive yeers old, had Noturnal Polutions, and dayly loſs of Seed ; who when he came to be thin 

_ yeers of age, fell mio a Conjumption, and died, For by the continual loſs of Seed the nouciſhmend 
of the body 15 taken away, by which che folid parts are confumed and dried. 
| There is anocher kind in H3pp. 2. de morb. called the Conſumption of the back, which comes from 
coo much Lechery, which deftcoyerb che whol babit of che body, and takes away the nourifkmenc 
from the ſolid parts : this happens co new married fotks, whoare unſatiable, and is the chiefeſt of the 
Conſumprions of the back; tor Hzppocrates laies down four kinds thereof : The ficſt is chat men- 
rioned,,wbich comes from Lechery, The ſecond is laid down, hib.2. de zntern. affeF. text.1 3, which 
comes from coo much blood, and nourifhmenc paing co the Spinal Marrow, by which cbe Natural 
hear, and al other faculties are ſtifled and deftroyed, Now Hipp. 5. epid. ſheweth thac the body 
may conſume by coo much blood, 1n a ſtory concerning one, whogwben nothing would nouriſh bim, 
but he {t1] grew leaner, was perfectly cured (when a] other Medicines failed) by bleeding in bot 
Hands as Jong as the Veins would diicharge.

He Scicrbus of che Liver, is a hard Tumor without pain, bred of a thick Humor, faſtehed atid 
T hardened upon the Liver. 
DIFFERENCES. This Scirrbus is Two-fold ; Either ic is Exquiſite of Perfedt 5 
or Imperfect. Thac which 1s a Perfect Scirrhus, 1s laid down in the Detinicion propounded, which 
5 without Pain Or Sence, | | ; ts 
' That which 18 not Exquilite or Perfect, hath ſome kind of pain, and cornes from a Matcer leſs 
hardened in a word, ic 1s a Scirrhu: beginning, and not confirmed ; buc that which is Exquilice is 
confirmed, ſo that they only differ in Degrees. | | ; 
CAUSES. A Scirthus breeds in the Liver ewo waies z either from Defluxion, of Conges - 
ſion of a thick and glutinous Humor upon the parc 3 or from Inflamation, which diffolveth the chisi 
Humors, and leaveth che chick, | 
The Matter of the former, is Flegm or Melancholy, excher ſent from other parcs, or bred in the 
ſubſtance of che Liver by an evil Concottion. For the producipg of this Humor, evil diet is a main. 
cauſe, if i be of chick,cold, and viſcous,or clammy Nourifthment ; as alſoa Flegmacick or Melanchol= 
lick Conſt icution, and a Natural ftraightneſs of che Liver. From whence Galen ſaich, 13, Meth; 
Thara Scirrbus eafily breedeth in che Liver, Spleen, and Reins: In che Liver, becauſe che Paſſapes 
are narrow, and it 18 nouriſhed with thick blood 3 1a the Spleen, becaule ic receiveth che thick blood 7 
and laftly, in the Reins, becauſe chey are nourtſhed wich thick blood. | | 
The Cauſes of the larter Scicrhus, which followeth orher Humors, 15 the iImmoderate uſe of diſs 
cuſſiog Medicines, or of Repe:cuflives, which by cooling and binding, do thicken the Matter, and 
keep ut from diſſolving. Belides, che Matter of che Diſeaſe, which 1s properly cold and chick, and 
wil not be-diſſolved ; or the weakneis of the pare, which cannot belp che breaching forth of che Hus 
mors, And laſtly, a cooling and chickening Dier. wy <a 
SIGNS. Theſigns of a Scirrhus in che Liver are, a hardneſs in the righe Hypochondrionz 
and chac more than 1n an Obſtcuction, next a heavineſs in thac pare, eſpecially when there is violent 
breathing, no Feaver, nor pain, by which ic is diſtingurthed from an Inflamacion, or there 1s bu: lictle 
pain, as when che Scirrhus is not exquiſite or perfect : There is leſs repoſe upon the left fide, becauſe 
the Livec being bard and heavy, doch chen lie upon the Stomach, and burden it : the color of the face 
Is pale, and preeniſh, becauſe when the Liver is Scirchous, there is no pood blood produced by it : The 
whol Body alſo, is fallen away, becauſe there is neither Sanguification, nor diſtribution of Nouriſh» 
menc as it oughe co be. | 
PROGNOSTIC, The Propnoſtick of chis Diſeaſe is given by Galen, 2. ad Glaucumy 
cap. 4, 1n theſe words : An inſenfible Scirrhus is incurable, but that which zx a little ſenſuble 38 
curable, though with much difficulty. Alſo Galen, cap. 5. of the fame Book, fai:h, Ie have cu= 
red a Scirrbus 6f the Liver often in the beginning of it ; but when it hath been of long continuance, 
netther conld 1, nor any other that I ever beard of, cure it. | ES 
An old invererate Sc:rchus turns coa Dropſte 11curable, of which ſome die ſooner than others, if 
they havea looſneſs of the Belly cherewith of long concinuance. . 
A Scicrhus which followech.che Jaucdice, or caulech tbe fame, is dangerous. Whence Hipporra- 
lo . Aph. 42. SeR. 6. ſaicb, That if che Liver grow bard in chem who bavecbe Jaundice, ic is an evil 
CU RE. The Cure of a Scirthus, is firſt by the taking away of the Antecedent Cauſe, by the 
Apozem which is pielcribed in the Obſtruction of the Liver. To which you may add other Medirines

Diffe- Ippocrates makes two kinds of Dropſies 3. namely, An Univerſal, and a Particular. An 
TenCces. Univerſal Droplie, is that which is in the whol Body, or over the whol Belly : A Par- 
ticular is that which is only 1n one parc : hence chere is a Dropſie of che Head, Breaft, and Womb; 
of which, here we thal noc ſpeak, bur only of che [[niverſal. 

Galen gives chree kinds of chis Univerſal Dropſie 3 namely, Aſcites, Tympanices, and Anaſarca, 


or Leucophlegmaſlia. 


CAUSES. Aicites is a (welling of the Belly, cauſed of a ſerous Humor - nor doth the Belly 
only {well, buc many cimes Che Feet, Leps, Thighs, and Cods. Nay, an Aſcices ſomtimes begins Will 
a ſwelling in the Feec, which aſcends after to che Legs, and ſo to the Thighs and Belly. 

This ſerous Humor, as ic is of the Nature of Wacer, it iscold ; buc as it is ſalc, ic bath in it bei! 
which then 15 encceafed by the neerneſs of the Bowels, and more by che putrefaction which ic patbe'® 
eth by lopg continuance :; hence comes a Feaver and Thicſt, namely, from the ſtinking ſalt vap93 
which do inte che mouth of che Stomach. 

Ic tals our (omcimes, that chis Watery Humor is not contained in the Cavicy of the Belly, but 11 
certain Bladders growiog co che parcs of the lower Belly. 

An Example whereot us given by Schenkgs, Lib. 3. Obſervation ; and Mauritius Cordeus,Com-5: 
10 *Hipp. Lib. 1, of Diſeales in Women. Galen luppoted (and almoſt al Phylitians, new and old, 
have tollowed him) bart every Dropſie comes of a cold Liver, which cannot. Sanguitie Or make 
Blood compleatly, but inſtead chereof much Water, Flegm, or Wind.

Mu llerum, mentions a Dcoptie coming from the Spleen, To which places of 
Hippocrates chey uſually anſwer chus, That che Liver 1s alwaies affected either primarily, or ſecons 
darily z 10 chac cbere 1s never a Dcopite b-fore cheie ts a hindecance ot Sanguification, or breedivg of 
Blood. But £0 Reaſons do ftcongly oppole this Doctrine : The firft 15 from the Experience bes 
fore mentioned, namely, Thac if the Liver oughc neceſſarily co ſuffer in che producing of a Dropſieg 
:« would never be found free and unknir 1n the DiffeCtion of a dead body. The ſecond is, Thar if the 
Liver ſhould breed watery blood, ic would be ſent into the whol body, as in Anaſarca $ NOC canal 
ſufficient reaſon be given, why chat {erous Humor bred in che Liver fhould be lent co the Belly, and 
not co ocher Parts. - : En ; | 

As forthe cold difftempec of che Liver, that is denied by Trallianus, Awicenna, and others, 'who 
afficm that a Dcoplie may ariſe from a hot diftempec of the Liver, and cannot be cured bur by cooling 
means. And chis may be maintained by the Auchority of Hippocrates, in 2. Progn. A Dropſts 
(ſainb he) comme after an acute diſeaſe, is evil, for it doth not take away the Feaver, It chere- 
forea Dcopfie may come while che Feaver 1s, ic 1s cleer chat there is fil a hoc Diftemper. Neither 
couldchac ever pleaſe me, which 1s uſually ſpoken by Galens Servants, That the Nacve bear is di(- 
ſolved by a bot diftemper,and much diminiſhed, and thac diminiſhed heat may be called cold. For 
ſoina HeRick Feaver, and ocher conſtant Feavers, in which che Natural Heac is much diminiſhed, 
we ſhould alwaies blame a cold diſtemper, and the Symproms which followv ſhould be imputed co 
cold, and not to heat. From whence, who doth not perceive chat there would acife a great confuſion 
in the ſearching inco che Cauſes of Sympromes. 

Among the lace Writers, Carotrs Piſs, whom Sennertas followed, hach dived molt deep into the 
rue Caules of Alcices, which be affirms ro come from a ſerous Maccer concained in the Meat and 
Drink, which by reafon of fome preceroatural Cauſe, 1s ſtayed coo long 1n the Gate and Hollow 
Veins, not ſent intothe Body, as in a Nacucal ſtace and condicion it uſeth to be, bur into the capati= 
ty of che Abdomen, This ſecous Humor is retained in the Veins,from che wbol Body, by reafon chE 
attractive faculcy of che Parts, to which it ſhould be carried, 1s eitbec hurcc or bindered. | 

Now che chief paccs which draw che ſerous Macter, are che Liver and che Spleen, For they atrract 
the Chylous Matcer in which che moifture of Meat and Drink is contained. As alſo the Spleen 
draws drink co its ſelf, pure and withour mixture 3 as Hippocrates caught, and Experience contiirtis; 
That they who drink much atrer Meac, do preſently avoid ic by Urine z which learned Authers fays 
ka reaſon the Spleen ſucks che watery Matter betore chece 1s a pertect Goncoction made in che 

comach, - 

The Accraction or drawing quality of the Liverand Spleen, is loft chiefly by defect and weakneſs 
of Natural Hea: : che Natural beat is debilicated by a cold or hot diſtemper, or by Suffocacion. 

A cold diſtemper coming either from to0 cold a Dier, from lois of coo much blood and Spirics, or 
any Other Cauſe, doch deſtroy the Natural Hear of che Liver and Spleen, and fo hinder cheir

: A hot dift:mper doth diſperſe the Native Heat 3 whence being made weaker, the Liver and chs& 
. dpleen become leſs Active. This comes from Feavers, much Wine, or hoc mears. 


Laftly, The Nacural hear is weakened by Suffocation, when there is coo much Blood in the 
Veing, eſpecially if ic be foul, as when che Terms or Hemorrhoids are ſtop, by which the Blood

charging che Water which was in the Abdomen, bnt if he had continued drinking ſo much water an 
longer, he bad aot been ſoeaſily Cured, becauſe it would have brought great obſtructions anda cj 
diſtemper of the Bowels, by reaſon of loſs of natural hear, : | 

Buc 1c is queſtioned of many by what waies char ſerous matter ſhould be carried by the Veins into 
the Capacity of the Abdomen, to whom we may plainly anſwer, by ſaying from TH:ppocrates tha 
ina living body al things are paſling co and fro, ſo that in time of necefiicy nos only thin and ſerous 
Matcer, bur alſo chat which 1s very thick may be ſenc chrough the inſenſible paſſages : So inaPleu. 
fie blood and Matcec wil pierce through the thick ſubſtance of the Pleura and Membrane which covers 
the Lungy, and be ſpit forch ac the mouth : So in a Fracture of che Leg oc Thigh, which happens with. 
out hurt to the Mulcles and Skin, the maccer which flowetch from the broken bone piercech through 
ſubſtance of the orber parcs and wets the boulſters and rowlers, © Eck 

So allo in a Drcoplie oftentimes a great quanticy of Water is vented 1n one day by giving of Quick- 
 filver, which cannot be except che Wacer conteined in che Abdomen do paſs chrough che Tuniclks of 
the Guts. 

Nox is the Objection of Ferneliys of any force, when he faith chac Nature had in vain made ( 
many open wales, it the Humors can paſs through choſe invilible paſſages : For we anſwer, Thatin 
an ordinary and natural motion of Humors ordained for the nouriſhment of the whol body, thoſe 
paſſages are neceſlary chrough which they may eaſily flow, bur in an excraordinary caſe, provident 
Nacure doth find out extraordinary waies by which ſhe may caſt out huccful Matter, oc a leaft fend 
itroa place Jels dangerous. | 

Fernehius Objects again, That in them who have died by a ftoppage of Urine for twenty daies to- 
gether, 3; was never perceived chat any Water went through thoſe blind paſſages : We Anſwer, That 
Nature doth not alwaies work the {ame way in preternatural Cauſes, nor ſend hurtfa] Humor: to 
che {ame places, but eſpecially co thoſe parts which are more diſpoſed co receive them through weak- 
nels. 

So in the Suppreſſion or Scoppape of Urine, che Serous Humors flows openly through the Veins 
and Arceries and fils them, and if it find any part weaker chan the reſt it fals forceably upon is : hence 
xc 1s chat {ome die of the hurc of cne or other remarkable part, So nothing hinders (if the pares ofthe. 
Abdomen in which the Veins and Acceriesend ) be grown weak, but that che Watecy Humor may 
be ſent into its capacity or hollownels, 

Nor is that tiue which Ferneliys would infer, namely, That a Dcopſie never comes from ſupprel-

Fernelizs ſuppoſeth that the Liver being very dry, hath clefcs like the parched Earth, and char 
chrough chem there flows a canftanc Water which fils the Gavity of che Abdomen. Orbers ſay thac 
a Dcopfie may come from the Guts, if chey be pertoraced oc pierced through, and yet the Patient 
diech yor preſently, buc a watery Humor ftill flows chrough chem into the Cavity. Ic comes alſs 
from che Kidneys, if chey be much Ulcerated, and Water flow from chem. So Platerns reports of 


. one that in a Dcopſie had many Ulcers in both Kidneys, from whence both matcer and water flowed 


intothe Cavity. There isalloa Scory in Sennertys, taken out of Fobn Heingius, of a certain Wo= 
man whobad a Dropſie from che diſtemper of che Womb, whoſe Bowels were all ſound, except the 
Tefficles or Scones, which were found co be {wollen as big as the Head of a new-born Child, being 
blew, bollow, and full of Ulcers, from which chere came a ſerous Matter which cauſed che 
Ee 
The Dropſie called Tympanies, bath ics name from Tympanum, a Dcum, becauſe che Abdomen 
is ftcecched ouc like a Dcum, and if you ftrcike ic with your hand, ic ſounds like ic. This ſtrecching 
comes from wind fhuc up in the Cavity ofthe Abdomen. Bur fomcimes this wind is in the Gavity 
of the Guts 3 which Plater oblecved, ſaying in ſome that have been chought codie ofa Tympany; 
afcer chey were opened, have had no wind coming forth of che Cavity of che Belly 3; neither did cheir . 
Bellies, but cheir Furs ſink, eſpecially the thin Guts, which were ſo ſtretched wich wind chat they 
came forth ſo rouled cogether thac chey could not be again chruft into the Belly. 

But we muſt obſerve chat the wind which cauteth a Tympany, 1 ſeldom contained in che Belly a= 
lone, but for che moſt part mixed with Water; as in an Afcices, noconly Water, buc Wind alfo is 
contained z and both cheſe Dropfies bave cheic name of that which predominateth : 1t there be more 
wind chan wacer, icisa Tympany 3 but if more water chan wind, an Aſcites : bur if they be equal, is 
1s between both 3 ſo that we may doub: whether chat Dropfie be a Tympany, or an Aſcites. 

The Material Cauſe of Wind, is a crude Humor and chick, whether ic be Flegm or Melancholly; 
which being ſticred and made thin by heat, ſends forth thick vapors, which are hard co be diflolvedg 
and theſe ace called Flatys. | 

This Crude and chick Humor, is partly in the Scomach and Guts, but eſpecially between the Mem- 
branes of the Midriff and Guts, from whence it is more hard co be moved than from the Cavity of the 
parts aforeſaid, The 11.

Concerning che Efficient Cauſe, Authors differ 3 ſome ſay it comes from a cold, ſome from a hot 
Curemper, They which accuſe a cold diftemper, they bave Galen on theic {1de, who lates that wind 
bred of a weak bear. To whom we anſwer, That heat may be ſaid co be weak inreſpet of che Mats

owledg wich the Learned, That a bucnt Melanchollick Humor is moſt fic to breed a Tympanyz

As to the Pcognoſtick : Every Drcoplie is dangerous, and hardto 
be cured, and che more hard by how much the elder, but Anafarca 1s leaft dangerous z bur Alcitesand 
Tympany are lomtimes one more dangerous than another, according to their Cauſes, So it Aſcites 
come from a Scircbus of the Liver, or Ulcer of ſome 1nternal pact, it 13 more dangerous thana Tya- 
pany; butific come of drinking coo much Wacer, or new Obftructions, ic is leſs dangerous. 

A Dcoplie is more eaſily cured in Servants than in Free-miep, in Country men than in Noble men; 
for they wil be better conſtrained co abſtain from Drink and che like, and che more Patient thanthey 
who have liberty. 

A Dropſie from the hardneſs of the Spleen, 1s leſs dangerour, chan from the hardneſs of the Liver, 
" becauſe the Spleen 1s not {ſo Noble a parc. | 

A Droplie coming upon an accute Diſeaſe, 1s evil ; nor wil it abate che Feaver, but cauſe painand 
death. Hipp. 2. Pcopnoft, | 

They whotc Liver being full of water, diſcharge ic into the Omentum oc Caul, their Belly is filled 
with Water, and cbey die.

CURE. The Cure of the Drcopſite conſiſts in che Evacuation of the Matcer, whether it be 
jnthe whol Body, or 1n the Abdomen or Belly ; in caking away Che Cauſe that produced thac Matter,

This is known by the inte&ion which is found in this Diſeaſe, becauſe al Authors bold.it co be infe-

ſcarce haifa pound, BRowſſetys in :b. de partze Ceſareo, reports Chat in Parzs chere-was founda 
reat Impoſthume in the Qmeacum. ARtolanus in bis Anchropographaa, ſaith chat he ſaw an Omen- 
cum 11 a Noble Youth of ninteen yeets of age, ſo ful of Recnels, by which it received abundanceof 
filcby Humors, the Meſentery and Papcreas being impofthumated, and che Spleen almoſt conſumed. 
We alſo ſaw a Scirrhus Omencum in a Fryar of Montpeltor all over che lower par of the Belly, and 
four Fingers thick z it was of the color of the Spleen, ſo char ic was probable chat it was cauſed by 
Melancholly from thence, becauſe he was of a Melanchollick temper, and the paſſage is very openby 
the branches of the Spleen Veins, ro the Qmentum 3 by which branches (as Hippocrates teacheth) 
the water in a Dcoplie is brought from the Spleen co the Qmentum, from which by degrees it dittils 
into the Gavicy of the Abdomen.

Score ir{cbe Bladder, had ics beginning from the Kidneys, and grows afterwards in the Bladder : For 
when in a fit of the Scone, it fals from the Reins, it ic be great, ic ſtates in the Bladder, and by geting 
new Matter ic encreaſech by degrees. For he afficmeth chac in grinding of ſome Stones caken our of 
the Bladder, he found as ic were a Kernel which fel from the Reins of another coloc and ſubſtance, and 
chat he never knew any that had a ſtone in the Bladder, who was not formerly vexed with patns 10 
cheReins. But chis Opinion is caft off by divers very good Authors, who by cheic Experience have 
found the Contrary, and have caken many Stones from the Bladders of Children, which bave been 
wholly of che {ame color and {ubftance within.

After you have uied Coolers a ſhore ſpace, and often bleeding, when the defluxion is ſomwhat 
Gogyed » you muſt uſe Sottners and Diſfolvers ; ſuch are, Fomencations of the Deco@ion of Marſh- 
mallow Roots, Mallows, Violets, Pellicory, Lin-ſeed, Foenugreek, Mallows, Cotten-weed, with 
Melilotc, Chamomel, Rotemary flowers, and Roſe Leaves to ſtrenprhen the pacc. 

Then apply a Linimenc of Oyl of Lillies, wich a liczle Oyl of Chamome!l. 

Among the Diffolvers and Anodines together, there 1s none beter than the Caraplaſm made of 
Crums of Bread, made thus : 

Take of white Bread Crums one pound : boyl it in Goats Milkto a Pultiſs : then add three 
Yolks of Eggs ; four ounces of Oyl of Roſes : balf a ſcruple of Saffron : make a Cataplaſm, change 
zt often. You may add a little Opium and Camphire if the pain be very great.

The PREFACE. 


Utrid Feavers are divided, into Continual, or intermitting. The continual PutridFeq- 
vers are generated vohen a putrid Vapor, or a preternatural heat, which ariſetb from qutte- 
fied Humors, doth perpetually affli the Heart, and ſtirs up therein a continual beaty from 
whence likewiſe 1s perpereally diffuſed a Feaverifh beat into the whol Body, But thenter- 
mitting Feavers are cauſed, wben the ſaid Vapors are carried unto the Heart, only at certain 
diſtances of time.  Continual Feavers are again divided into Eſſential, and Primary, orSmy- 
tomatical. Thoſe are called Eſſential and Primary, which ſpring from a putref ation inflamed n 
thecommon Veins, and not in any particular part of the Body. Thoſe are Symptomatical that arije 
from the putrefat#ion or ſupprration of ſome particular part inflamed ; out of which part by comng« 
nion of the Veſſels, a putrid vapor may continually be carried unto the Heart : Such Feavers are 
ſeen in the Pleuriſie, Inflamation of the Lungs, Inflamation of the Liver, and in the Inflamationef 
other internal Parts. Again, the Primary continual Feavers are two-fold; for ſome are wnth- 
owt anyExicerbation or Fits, andremiſſion, but continue alike from the beginning to the end, and 
are called '$unochi, or Continence:. Bret others have manifeſt Exacerbations or fits, and remiſ- 
frons, and are called Sunechers, or Continuz, by the name of the kind. And theſe again from the 
difference of their Exacerbations or fits, and remiſſions, are divided into three ſorth, For ſote 
are called continual Tertians, which bave their Exacerbations or fits every third day; otbers con” 
timeal Quotidians that are exaſperated every day ; others continual Quartans that artexaſperata 
every fourth day. The intermittmg Feavers are Aguer, are likewiſe divided into Tertials, au 
dians, and Quartans, according 2 their Fits are wont to return every third, every fourth, or) 
day. There are other Differences of Feavers likewiſe, which are either Accidental, or ariſe

CAVSES. Their Cauſes, are all ſuch things which ingender Excrementitious Choller, 


viz.

. Intbe Courſe of the diſeaſe, if the belly be hard and boundit may gently be remoyed, bur not 

provoked ; and that by a Suppoſitory of Honey alone without ſalt ; or with a Ciiſter of Broath or 

Nilk,.or a decoQion of French barley, Raiſons and Liquoris with Sugar avd yolks of Eggs, 

After blood-Jetcing and other Evacuations (if neceſſary) the expultion of the pox muſt be hiſped 

-, forward, not only with Specifick medicines driving the humors to Che Skin, bur alſo with Diaphore- 

- ticks and Alexipharmicks; eſpecially if the Pox be Epidemical and being very malignant, dothrea* 
ten great danger. . | - 

There is a vulgar Medicine commended by *Rbaſes Avicenna and all the Arabian Phyſitians to 
drive out the Pox ; which aJſo the greateſt part of our later Phyſitians uſe, according co rhe deſcrip- 
tion of Avicenna; which is-thus. | 

Take Fat figgs ſeven onnces ; Lentils ſhaled three drams ; Lack, two drams and an balf; 
Gum Trhganth and Fennel ſeed, of each trwwo drams. Boyl all in a pint and half of fountain water 
tothe third part. Let the paitent drinkthereof. Rbafis adds Saffron fifteen grains Raiſons five 
drams, becauſe Saffron opens and corroborates, ard the Raiſons do ſtrengthen the Liver. And 
Traganth altbough tt do incraſſate and a ſtringe, yet # it therefore mingled with thereft, that it 
may porbibit tbe over great Ebullition of blood. | HY 
Lentils areby ſome Neotericks rejeted, becauſe they are reſtritivehd may hinder the coming 
forth of the Pox. But the Aron of ſo many and ſuch noble Princes of Phyſick, muſt not raſhly 

berejected; but we muſt rather determine, the Lentils ſhaled are with great reaſ0o put into chis 

- compoſition ; viz.' That by their aſtringent and incraſſucing facu'ity, they may bridle the Fervency 
of the Humors and hinder their falling upon any noble parr ; to which purpoſe Gum TIragant was 

added, asI hinted before. Thus is tzken-out of Galen, who in the r.De Aliment. Fact. Cap.18. 

Doth teach us that Lentils twice boyled do Strengthen the Natural parts, and by their aſtriCtion 
ſtop the flux of the belly. The Lentils may therefore be putin or lefr out according to the Judg- 

_ mentof the Phyſitian who manages the Cure, as there is more or leſs neceſſity of attenuating 300 
driving the Humors into the Skin, For if the matter be ſubtile and the Ebullicion great, the Lentils 
may profitably be put in for the Intent aforeſaid. But if the matter ſeem to be thick, ſo that Nature 

can but flowly drive it into the Skin, then muſt they be omited and the Gum traganth ; and only 5 | 
other atcenuating and Diaphoretick things uſed for the drink. By which it appears that we MU 
not too ſtrifly adhere tothe formes of Medicaments propounded by Authors ; bur thatin ſevera 
occaſions they muſt be varibuſly changed. Let this following Receipt ſerve for an example, eo 
pounded partly of the foreſaid ſimples and partly of others that are Diaphoretick and reſiſt malig- 
nity ; which may much help ſuch as have this Diſeaſe, in making the Pox to come well our: ;

TJ Brother of Mſr. Dumoys the Kings Councelloc in che Preſidial Court at Montpelier, 
.*-. being fitty years old, after vehemenc exerciſe in continual hunting, vomiceda hktele blood, 
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voidedalfo a lictle by ftool. The following dates, he was oppretied with a. heavyneſs in his 
Stomach and Heart-burning,ſo that he frequently called for meat, andat he wanced theſame . 
final ſpace, he fard his ſtrength failed him. Alſo he frequently ſup off a lictle Wine, When 
the Region of his ftomach was handled, hefelca pain, his hands were ſomwhar coldith : and 
he wasa little thirſty, His ordinary Phyſician ſaid he was troubled wich.che Feaver Lipyri;

Afcer che Emulſion which he cook m the evenivg, by order 
of his uſual Phyfirian, he was very ill, al the nighc. Bur the foreſoid Phyſicion would nor 
content himſelf wich ſuch Remedies as diffolved coagulared blood and brought che ſame away, 
therefore I who only by occafion had once viſited him, left che whol Cure co ham.

SuſpeRting this co be the cauſe of che pain, Ichought good rotry what maccer ic was chat cau*- 
led this rumor : and having gen, afcer a Clyſter, a Medicament only of Rhubarb, che tools

| dejadtions proceeding from ſcorched and burnt blood , which eating afunder, or Openinp a 
Vein,was fallen intothe hollow parc of the Liver,and the Pancre. . or Sweet-bread. This blood 
- congealing wichour che Veins, and purrefying, has cauſed bach the curuor and the pain, the 
fainting Fics, and the lingring Feaver, and ocher Sympcoms. Nor vertiy, can 1 after diligenc 
uifition, find any other cauſe of cheſe pains and ſymptomes. That fame black and burnc 
blood being voided, che pains abate by lictle and litcle, and che Gentleman feemed wichour 
pain, above twenty or thirty dates, But happening toexercile himſelf more vehemencly than 
ordinacy, and rogrow extream angry, ſoon atrer he began co be vexed with new pains, like the 
former. And then giving him another Medicament co purge, the like black Stools came away, 
relembling burnt blood, which ceaſing, his pains ceaſed likewiſe. Hence the Caute of the pain 
was evidencly known, and it was apparent, that blood came by little and Jitcle our of ſome 
Vein, eſpecially when the Patient was heated, or fel into any vehemenc perturbations of body 
and mind 3 which being gathered rogether into ſome certain place, and clotcering and putrefy- 
ing, by its malignant ſubſtance and vapor, it cauſed al theſe Symproms ;z co which caule alſo 
ſtore of winds 1s added, being ſhed forth into ſuhdry =_ of thebody. This Diſeaſe, if ic be 
nor cimely cured, chreatens ſudden death,or che Dropſie. The beſt way of prevencion is, for the 
Gentleman to abftain from al choſe chings, which make che blood hot or thin, or which violent- 
ly move che ſame, or by any means make it break our of the Veins. Such are, Vehementand 
unſeaſonable exerciſe of the body, anger, wrath, fear, and other diſturbances of che mind : 
chin and ftrong wine, muſtard, talc chings, and al chings which are peppered, and al Sawces 
made thereof. Alſo heating the body, either by extream hear of weather, or by the fire, or 
bachs, or by any great commotion. He muſt therefore abſtain alcogerher from al theſe things, 
thac very little or no blood may hereafter be ſhed our of the veins. Bur if al chis wil not ſerve 
co prevent the Diſeaſe, ſothac ſome Rudiments of the Swellivg and pain may hereafter appear, 
asit were in a ſet courſe or period of time; then al ſpeedy help muft be applied : Firſt with an 
Bmoliene Clyfter, and then with a purge of Rhubarb only, or ſomcimes Senna added thereto. 
Ler him abſtain from Agarick, and eſpecially from aloes, or Hiera Picra, that chey may uoc 
open themouchs ofche Veins. To which Remedies if the Diſeaſe give not way, a Vein muſt 
be in che inmoſt part of his Arm, and chat for cevullions lake, yea, and though the Dil 
eaſe ſhould not crouble him, it would be good, twice every year co open a Vein, at the be= 
ginning of che ſpring and Autumne, co abatethe boyling fervency of the blood.

An&T1 
doubt not but ſhe might have been an happy Mother of a perte& Iſſue,if ſhe had kept her ſelf 
quiet, and ſtudied by a more plentitul kind of diet to encreaſe and reffore her Nftngrh. 
But, ſhe being more intent to certain controverſies ſprung up about her eſtate, thap mind- 
ful either of her ſeJf or ber Child ; ſhe fel into that Charybdis which Hzppocrates, bas pre- 
aged to thin bodied women with Child, IWhatſoever Women, quoth be,preternaturally Ex- 
tenuated do conceive with Uhild, they ſuffer abortion before they can' recover their wonted 
Fleſh. Forit was in the fixt month after her Conception, when reſolving to returi home, 
ſhe cravelled every day twenty miles, ti! ſhe was received into her Siſters Houſe at Albignzac. 
In which place, preſently, either {mitten with the Heat of the Sun, or of the Journey, or 
wearyed with the ſhaking of her Horſelitter ; ſhe began to loath al kirid of meat, ro vomir 
up what ſhe had eaten, to be vexed with a pain in her kidneys and hips, and cob+ frighred 
with fear of an Abortion.

The Care of a Cachexy, or ill habit of the Body. 


' LL the Symptomes are deſcribed, do appertain to the obftruftion of the Liyer and 
\ Spleen, with their hardneſs or ſtretching, with whom the ſtomach does neceflarily 
conſent. For, fo greatis rhe impurity of the bowels and bordering parts, that digeſtion 
being bindred and depraved, che whol body is become foul, and being over whelmed as it 
were, with bad Humors, it is failen into a kind of Cachexia, or evil habie. The. faihe impu= 
rity of the bowels is cauſe of Inflation or pufling up, Suffocatian, Stomach-ficknelſs, 206, 
wandring winds, with rumbling and ſundry pains. Finally, it is the cauſe of faintings and; 
decay of ſtrength, and it makes the patient ſo frequently defire meat : for he endeavonrs ro; 
prevent the fainting fit at hand, by quelling the acrimony of the Humor þy:the debonaire 
qualiry of the meat. ?Tis hard to cure theſe old infirmities, unleſs the patieatpunQually 
follow the Phyfitians advice. Inthe firſt place he muſt live very ſparingly, eatonly three 
times a day at juſt diſtances, and meat of thin and good juyce. He muſt abſtain'fromſup- 
pings and broaths, al liquid things, and immoderate drinking, becauſe the natural heatis over 
whelmed with plenty of moiſture, and the concoction hindred. He muſt chooſe athin and 
dry Diet ; thin Wine and wel watered, moderate excerciſe, and ſomtimes ſtrong, as his 
abiliry of body can bear. Moreover, his obſtructions muſt be removed by Medicaments, 
and al the bad Humor, mult by little and little be drawn away ingo bis belly, and that by-way 
of Epictafis, after this manner, Let him have an Apozeme for three doſes. Then let him:

The ſaw is the caule, 
COLI DONE Ceing Nuns his head is offended with a ſharp vapour, and the reſt of his body 
nor havipp the bene of cranſpiracion, is ſorcimes hot ; and ſomtimescold, and the palms of 
his hands;and ſoles of his feer are burning hoc, which is alſo a {igne of an hot Liver. And there- 
fare choler fomuch aboundingin the by-paſt yeares, has cauicd char the whol body as ir were 
- melting, 'Is fallen into a cercaine leanneſs, and alſo that choler nor being timely purged, buc 
ept in, and'now and then pucrefying,has many times cauſed cholerick Feavers : and that much 
more often wm His latter yeares, wherein a greater Huantity thereot has been colleted, and 
when his body has been fo diſpoſed and prepared, that upon the lighteſt occaſions of heargcold, 
Labor, ' Paſfions of Mind, and diet, it is wont cofal into theſe kind of Feavers : which is an ar- 
guryenr truly of the inner Cauſe aboundipg, ſoasto be burthenſome and very troubleſometo 
nature. Moreover, the fort of Feayer, and the manner of its Invaſion, do demonſtrate and 
expreſs rthe:inner Cauſe for thaking at che firſt, a biting hear, redveſs and Inflamarion of his 
face, with a light raving, a quick pulſe, and reſpiration quick likewiſe, urine red, and thick 
cholerick ſtooles cowards the end of the diſeaſe, are alſigns of ſuperabundance of yellow cho- 
ler, which by permiſtion makes the blood moſt thin and Fervenc. 

* And therefore both the Feaver, and the cauſe of al the ſymptoms related, can be referred 
co nothing elle bur rothe exuperance of choler, and che immoderate heat of the Liver. And 
cherero belongs che Cure of the Erylipelas, and al fluxions which fal into his chighs : becauſe 
the Erybpelas preſently follows the feaver, as a cerrain Indication thereof, ſince it ariſes from 
the ſame humor chat cauſes the feaver. Bur if ſo be any cxdemarous or flepmatick tumor of the 
feer ſhal ſeem co have diſcuſſed che Eryſipelas, though he was won to have ic during his Health, 
and was thought co be familiar z yer ought 3c to be ſuſpeRted, and we ſhould feare leaſt it be 
che foreruner ofa Gachexy ſhortly co follow. For commonly the Liver being obſtrufted with 
much chick choler, does contract obſcure rudiments of a icirrhus, while by degrees and inſen- 
fibly chey gather Head, chey caſt a man headlong into a Cachexia and dropſy. And though 
theſe frequent returns of Feavers and defluxions inco his chighs ace inveterate, and che Age of 
che Patient does now decline. Yer he that ſhal take cime and diligence, he may in that ſo 
fuſty and vigorous old age of the patient, promiſe either a perfe& cure, or very preat eaſe : 
eſpecially, it nothing ſhal be perceived hard, nor reſiſting che couch in the righc Hypochondri- 
uM, nor any trouble ſhal be perceived when he lies chereon. Now the {cope of the Cure muſt 
be, co open the obſtructions of the Liver, to purge cut rhe ſuperabundanc choler thereof, by 
degrees, and co coole and ſtrengthen che bowel ic lelf, Which things be that ſhal ſeaſonably 

erforme, he ſhal verily cake away al the Cauſe of the Feayer, draw drie the fountain of de 
uxions, and lengrhen the patients life yer many yeares. In the firſt place therefore give h1m 

a purge of the infulion of cwo drams of Rhubarb, righely prepared, whereby althac ſuperfiu- 


ity of crude and halt=-pucrid bumors. F IuCtuaring in the ftomach, and abour the _—

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the Meſentery, may either be expelled or correted. In the nexc place the obſtrudions of the 
Liver-and Spleen muff be removed by theſe remedies, which whiles they extenuate and o= 
pen, they do wirhal draw the matter of the obſtruRion into the belly, by lictle and liccle; Such 
arr one is ſyrup of Cichory compound, which for a doſe may bave two ſcruples of Rhubarb.

EEing the worthy Gentleman our patient had been long vexed with many and ſundry infic* 

mites, and with a perperual diftillacion for the moſt parr, I conceived chac I wasto bend

difeaſes, becauſe while they were preſent, the Quarcan ague could hardly be cured, and if 
were, yet would the parienc be {ti} liable co many Infirmities whereof co Complain. Haviog 
rcherefore, wich al my mighc, diligently confidered al things, I conceive the Cure ought not co 
be deferred, but diligently co be undertaked, iuch a cure I mean, as both by medicaments aud 
dier, thalcure the old Infirmicies, aud change his preſenc i] confticucion of body. 

Let his Diet be very dry and attenuating, and moderacly hor, that it may correct this cold 
and fnotty habir. Lec him abftajo from al ſuppings, al liquid chings, boyled fleſh, tifb, cheete, 
fruices, and immoderate drink. Let him feed on flethes of good juyce, and al roatted,, or 
ſeldom boyled, which if he pleaſe he may dip in ſawces, of peper, ginger, cinnainon, nuts 
meg,and ſometimes Muſtard. Lec bis Wine be rich and not vaporous, white pale clarer, thin, 
not over much allaied with water, and let him drinke thereof fparingly at meales. Lec bim 
exercuye in che mornings, and ler his exerciſe be mucb and ſtrong, cil his body grow hot or be- 
gin co be weary, andlec him diligently avoid cold-caking.

him wear ica long time. Belfides chele, if his ſtrength permit, give him a liccle Rhubarb at 
convenienc diſtances: and I would rather he ſhould rake a dram thereof in ſubſtance, than che 
Infuſion.

Lechim ſhun al diſturbance of. body and of mind, as an- 
ger, warth, Cares, ccoubleſome copitations, allo ftrong motions of body, 1tuch as cauſe pan= 
cing of che heart. Lec him not ſo muchas rite co ſtool, but uſea bed=-pan, &c. Cool air is 
bercer for him chan excream hoc, and che northern winds are bercer than che ſouthern, Nor muſt 
che parienc be kepc 10 a cloſe iſmochering chamber, bur in one that is aery, wich che windowes 
many times ſer open co puretie che tame. Towards che end of the Cure, when the Gentleman

The Letter of Nic, M<linus a Phyſuian, to Mir, Fernelius, propounding the Rueſtion. 


Am not ignorant of the multicudeof your Employments and troubles. For al chat are trous 
bled with any very grievous diſeaſe,do flie co you for help,astoan Eſculapius,or Terrene De- 

ity : which ching would peradveriure bavye {cared another man trom Writing to you. - BucT 
who know the Fruxfulneſs of your wit, and how eaſy a thingir is for you to, anſwer any que- 
ftion propounded in the Art of Healing, do knowalſo, That ſame gentleneſs of your man= 

ners 3 which gives cafe acceſs to all in a manner : and therefore I would not ſuffer my ſelf to be 
longer vexed with that ſcruple, whereof I informed you in my laft Letters. © Which ic'wil be 
more eaſy for you to take our of my mind, than offer it to me to be raken out : which now I 
entreat you again and again, that you wil be pleaſed ro do. The former Winter I fel into an 
ulcerous wearineſs, which came of ic ſelf, which pra@icioners (if I miſtake nor Y do cal Pree- 
ritus. A while after I disbucthened my Liver and ſpleen wich a gentle purge. Since thac 
time, puthes have riſen in ſundry parts, very dry, and ſticking very clofe, which being ſcrat= 
ched off, black and thick blood came our. Ar laſt a furunculus or telon' rifing upon the lower 
part of my right Leg, asalſo an Herpes, orcetcer, I was provoked in mymindcouſe ſtronger 
remedies. Whereupon I open a veine, and cake away about three ounces of blood, and-after 
the uſe of whey, prunes, camarinds, and ſuch like things, I purged ewice or thrice luſtily, with 
Catholicon, Sennz, Gonfection Hamech, ſomcimes'adding Rhubacb. Ey which meanes and 
a few topicks, I was cured. Yer about eighe daies after, - the former bloodletringy I as 
gain opened my baſilica veine,and took away about two ourices of blood, * Bur che: Chyrurgeon 
which Claudius Lavallus Embaſſador from the moſt Chriſtian King, had ſenc for ro-plea- 
ſure me, and che Phy ficians,were of opinion, that Iſhould loſe much blood. Their reaſon 
wasthis : my blood ts very bad, and my age and ſtrength are in cherr primegor noc muck de- 
clined:moreover they daily uſed iucha kind of blood-lecring, - and thac with good ſucceſs, Bur: 
I following the Mind of Galen in bis fourth Book of preſervationof Health, *where he diſcour= 
ſes of Uicerous wearineis coming of its own accord, of the Itch and'Scabbinels; I maintained - 
that IT was to loſe very little or no blood at al; and chat for revulfion fake rather chan evacua-: 
tion. For thus he ſaies. When there is a coming ſhort of blood, or a proceeding beyond the 
ſame, a man may boldly let blood : which place of Galen I thus incerprer, - when the blood” by: 
under or over boyling is either crude or cholerick,chen there is no danper in largeevacuation'ther-- 
of. Bur there were none of thoſe ſigns in my urine, which Galen aliccle betore ſaid werear-- - 
guments of crudity, Moreover, the laſt winter foregoing, Idid eac for:the moſt part only 
once aday : therefore chat ſmal trudity, could not-perſwade me to draw much blood. TMote-' 
over my blood isnot cholerick,or defiled with black choler:which is argued boch by my-tempec 
and Ape which is now declining, and che color of my whol body which is yellowith lead=co- 
loced;alſo my by=paſt labors,cares, and long ſtudies, and therefore I oughtaor co bleed.” Far 
Galenalſo preſencly adds co the ipeech foregoing z Where there is more wemuſt at more wari- 
ly ; where there 38 very much, inſuch we muſt not let blood: at al. And by andby after, he 
_ laieslike-wiſe : It 3s good alſo to view the quantity: as for. examples ſakg 3, if there be Jittle 
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good blood, and of the reſt of the Juyces very much ;- verily, in ſuch perſons, we muſt abſtain 
rom blood-letting. But if other Humors arelittle in quantity, and blood plentiful, we may 
boldly let blood. This ſaying of Galen, has wonderfully afflicted me, co this very day, For 
when blood comes away impure, chick, black, or otherwaies faulcy, moſt Phylicians and 
Chyrurgeons are wont co cake away a great quantity : bur when it is pure and tlorid, they 
ſpare ic : unleſs chere be over plenitude tn the Veins, becauſe dayly experience does thew ris 
good co ler blood in that caſe. And theretore either there is now anothor way of curing an U1- 
- cerous wearinels coming of ics own accord, chan there was in the dates of Galen (which in= 
deed 1s true, if we confider what Galen has written of indifferent friction, chat which is ſtow, 
and that which 1s interrupced with pauſes, allo of baths, anoincings with Oyl, ard other tings 
of thac Nature.) Orelſe men thac are ſeated far from che Aquinoctial Cucle can endure more 
blood=ſecting, chan choſe chat inhabic nearer the ſame, 
Bur I am not 1gnocanc thac you are wholly taken up wich ſundry and weighty imployments : 
bur Iknow withal,chac if you pleaſe co beſtow a quarter of an hour upon me, you may withouc 
any trouble co your elf, free me from this crouble, and explain this doubrful Queſtion. 


The Anſwer of Mfr. Fernelius, to the Queſtion propounded. 

You are fallenaccidentally into a ſubtile and hard doubt, 'which has tortured wel-nigh 
al PraRitioners underſtandings. Now this is ſtarred our of the writings of Galen, whereof 
there is ſo great variety, and in them fo little conſtancy, and for the moſt part ſo many dif- 
cords, that hardly any man has yet been able ro underſtand his mind in this poiar. Bur nei- 
ther he himſelf, if1 am able to judg of the queſtion in hand, had ever any ſetled and re- 
ſolved judgmentin his mind: as being a Man that ſpenc al his life in ſtudy and Meditations, 
rather than in finding the right merhod of praQtice and exercifing the ſame. I ſhalnor here 
play the interpreter, norendeavour to reconcile the ſayings of this Author, which are dia- 
metrically oppolite one to another ; bur what I have rooted in my mind by long experience, 
I ſhal at your requeſt briefly open ip a few propoſitions, which wil rake this ſcruple quite out 
of your mind. Al plenitude of the Veſſels, is ro be curcd with blood-letting. For a ple- 
chora which is proper'y io called, is only cured by this remedy : bur an impure, conſiſting 
of much bad Humor, though it may be after ſome ſort abated by purgation, yer can it nor 
be ſafely nor ſpeedily done. . But immediately upen the opening of a vein, the dangers at- 
tending by reaſon of plenitude, are preſently avoided, withour any dammage co the ftrength 
of the Patient. And therefore as oft as you meet with a wel conſtituted body, with large 
veins ſwelling with much blood, you may boldly open a vein: and if the blood ſhal ſeem 
pure, fake away the greater quantity, but if it be impure take away the leſs, letting char out 
at ſeveral times rather chan at once. , A dangerous plenitude being removed, the reft of the 
impurity and Cacochywie may be taken away by purging. But when there is a {mal quan- 
tity of impure Hymorin the veins, which they cal Cachochymia ſine plenitudine, a Caco- 
chymick or badneſs'of humors, without their aboundance. , it requires not blood-letting, but 
purging. 'For tbe latter takes away the offending bad Hamor ; but rhe former removes 
not:only the badhumor, buralhumors alike, and cakes. away plenicude where there was 
none, to the great decay of the patients ſtrength. Bur then does blood-letijng moſt harm, 
when badoeſs of jayce is contraQed (as for the moſt part iris) rhrough fault of the Spleen or 
Liver,as inthe jaundice,a Cachexiaza Leucophlegmatia, For blood being taken away,though 
impure; yet there comes impurer iaghe place by. much. This I ſuppoſe is enough to anſwer 
your queſtion, which point nevertheleſs I havededated more largely in a work of mine. Al

Eur as touching the 
Guts, whaſe ſenſe is very great, Eſce ſome realon codoubr, eſpecially becauſe in the left Hy- 
pochondrium by the Gur Colon,.. a croakipg noiſe is heard,as allo in the whol belly ;z- and be- 
cauſe the pain is unſettled, running ſomcimes into the righe, otherwhilles into the lefc fideg and 
becauſe it gers ſomcimes into the right ſtone, and for thac the belly ſeems much blown up and 
diſtended.

7% Diſeaſe which has been largely and cleaxly unfolded, although by a various mixture 
and unuſual concourſe of Syraptomes, it ſeems to be very obſcure and new; yet if we ſhal 
More deeply ſearch.into the force and Nature of the igns, both wil become apparent, and 
the cauſe of the Diſeaſe wil be found by compariſon of other Diſeaſes. The Cauſe of. 
| theſe Symptomes is nor one {imple Diſeaſe, but comparing and weighing their Natures, 
We ſhal find three Diſeaſes intertwiſted. The one is an inflamation of the Legs returning by 
fits. For redneſs and heat are ſigns of an inflamation, which they term Phlogeſir. 
Yet.ic cannot be counted an Erylipelas, ſeeing it does nor poſſeſs the Skin alone, but the 
fleſh under the ſame, and the whol part ſwels into a great bulk. It remains therefore thac 
it is a Flegmonous inflamation of the Legs. The immediate and continent cauſe whereof is 
thin and fervent blood, which offends the part not only by its redneſs and hear, but alſo by 
its immoderate quantity. Which being not confined co one place, it does uot cauſe that: 
ſort of Phlegmon, which at laſt ends 1n. an Impoſtume ; but being equally diffuſed al the 
Legs over ; it cauſes a Phlegmanous Tumor, which Continues ſo long, til that fervor of 
the blood being _—_— i is al either manifeſtly or inſenſibly diſſipated and exhaled. Now 
this blood flowes down from the whol body, buteſpecially from the Bowels, and out of al 
the Veſſels, wherein at certain periods af cime it is wont to be cojleted and co ſuperabound, 
and that by means of the natural conſtitation of the patient. For ſeeing both his cempera- 
ment and habic of Body, his Diet and courſe of Life, do argue him to be ſayguineand aptteo 
breed much blood, it happens atcertain ſet times, that his whol body is. ſurcharged wich | 
blood. Which becoming troubleſome and burtchenſome to Nacure, it-is either by Nature 
driven, or fals of its own accord, out of the veins into:the Legs, being by ſome means or o« 
ther become weak. Even as in thoſe that are of like Conſticution, it breaks out in ſome ac 
the Noſe, and.in others by the Hemorchoid veins, and in others by other waies. And the- 
very truth is,, unleſs in this Gentleman the Patient, this ſuperfluiry of blood did fal into his . 
Legs, he wouldbein danger, either of ſudden choaking, or of the breaking of a vein: 
ſeeing we ſomtymes hear of great quantities of blood vomiced np, not without the opening 
or breaking of a vein, which comes either from the Liver or other neighbouring parts and 
laces into the Stomach. Now that this flux of blood into his Legs, comes from the whol - 
body and al the veins thereof, it platn]y appears by ſuch things as we are informed do happen 
at the beginning of the fic; viz. heavineſs of bis whol body, a diſteading wearineſs, ſhort- 
neſs of breath, Head-ach, working and burning of -the inward parts, Anxity of Mind ; al 
which are Symptomes of ſuperaboandance of het blood.. 

The other Diſeaſe which troubles the lick Gentleman, is Melancholy, the Companion of 
Inflamation, and-that kind of Melancholly, as Tconceive, which we cal Hypochondriacal. 
For the pain which is wont co ſettle on his leftlide, under the ſhort Ribs, and che Palpicacion 
of thoſe parts reaching as high as his lefe pap, Anxicy of mind, Sadneſs, Solitude, variety 
of troubleſome dreams, dulneſs of anderſtanding in adminiſtration of 2 ffaires,and in dſcour- 
fing, with weakneſs of memory : are ſigns which cannot be referred ro any 'thing bur black 
Choler, whoſe vapors gliding into the Heart and Brain; are wontto cauſe ſuch Symptorns as 
theſe and far worſes Seeing a very great heat of his inner bowels and Humors, has conti- 
nued ſo many Years; it can hardly be, but that a very great quantity of yellow Choleris 
burnt and turned into black choler, which being ſent into the Spleen irs proper recepracle, 
it ſhews the force of its Malignity. 

His chird Diſeaſe is the involuntary going away of his water, which happerts commanly 
in his ſleep, ſo that he never perceives it. Noris this any effe& of the Inflamation or Infirmi- 
ties aforeſaid, nor need he to fear hereafter ſucha painful making of water, as has former- 
ly tormented him : but the cauſe of this paſſing away of his water, is the hurting of che 
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Sphincer Muſcle which cloſes the Neck of the Bladder : for by putcing in of the Catheter, 5;

* over largeneſsof the Child,and che narrownels of the +:1m1s ::4clr, and the weakneſs both of che 
child and Mother : they are ſometimes ſo hidden and obicure, chac che beſt Phyſician cannor 
find chem out. And ſomerimes ic happens rhrougha peculiar nzcure ofche womb, that the 
child is nor therein righcly ſcituate, chouph the woman hath nor rranſgretied 1 externa] things, 
asto ſtrait lacing of her ſelf, violent motion of mind or body and fuch like. And when I ferj- 
ouſly medicate of the cauſes of chac ſame hard labonr whkerewith this penclewoman is troubled, 
I find it co bea peculiar nature of Her womb, whence ut comes to pats, that when by the mix= 
cure of both ſeeds che child is ſhaped, ic comes to have a depraved f:vation, For your leccers 
ro medo not mention any excernal or internal manifeſt cauſes, which might bring chis hard 
Labour; unleſs peradvencure we ſhould blame the weaknets of the child, whereby ic isnot able 
coafliſt che labours of che morher co bring # forth. And there is, cruly, ſormereaſon to conje- 
E&ure che weakneſs thereof : ſeeing you ſignttie in your lecters, that her womb ſercles down=- 
wards; now when the is gone buc four months and an half,ac which time the child is not ſo preat 
as to bea burchen co her. Buc whence chis weaknets of the Chiid ſhonitd ariſe, I cannor eaſily 
judge, nor being by you acquainted with che manners or courle of life of this good gentlewo= 
man, whereof when you ſhal cercifie me,” I fhal ſend you more cerrein advice touching this bu- 
fines. Thepremiles conſidered I concerve this pentlewoman ſhould be adviſed co ute hich re= 
wedies as may ftrengrhen her womb, - and hinder ic from fercling downwards. To which purpoſe 
i: Wil be good co apply Emplaſtrum pro Matrice co her loines. | 
Moreover her belly muſt be borneup, and hec womb ſtrengthened by convenient ſwath bands 
ficly and duly applyed by skilftul Midwives. And thac the womb'may bear upwards, ſhe muſt 
uſe cordial lozenges, with ambar greece,Civit,biſtort rootes and coral in chem. Alſo tie abour her 
neck a nodule which may couch her ſtomach,made of poudec of tandecs, ſaffron,ambergreece, & 
civic by the pleaſing vapor whereof che womb may be allured upwards. And when che womb 
ſhal be ſtconger, and not fertile fomuch downwards, :I do very much approve the Expreſlion of 
ewo drams of choice rhubarb, intufed 1n roſewarer, adding talf an ounce of ſugar of roſes; 
which ſhe may repeate once or ewice, if ſhe find good by ir, eſpecially in her fift and xc 
months. Touching blood-lettinglT cannoc certainly tel what to advile, ber womb being to 
weak, and falling ſo much downwards. Yer if there appeac the ſigns of blood aboundirg, you 
may take away ewo imal poringers. As tothe lacter end of your letcer, wherein you deſire 
of me ſuch remedies as may caule ealie Labor, then when nacuie ſhal ſec her ſelf co exclude the 
Child. I lavealwaies judged chat emollienc clyfters are of great force ; and rhen cercain 
Limmencs and lofcening oyIs,to nut her belly and loyns. Tote ſame intenc, a ſyrup made 
of Cumamon,; Saffron, and pouder of dace-ſtones, with crochisks ot mitrrh is very effettual.

cinnedlong,' yetithere appeare as yer no ſigns of her Lungs being corrupted, ' eſpecially jcelts 
fhesnorat al fallen away in her body, nor is there any appearance of a Feaver, nor 'is the 
ficenpeb of che 'narural faculty wancivg 1n dipeftionand othet.aftions thereof, But it is now'to 
be feared, left humor purrifying, or becoming more ſharp, ſhould exulcerate che Lungs, And 
char 4s moſt of aFreronbleſom,' rha the feels a perperual coldneſs jn her head,” of which the ve- 
heniently complans. Fortc ſtop this dethuxion,moſt learned phy fitiahs haye appointed very 
many medicamehits ;' whereby they have provided both for che healch of ber whol body, as 
alloot the parrs affected, her head and Lungs; howbeic there is as yer no pood done;thefamsg 
ſympromes contipnaing, which did betore trouble her : and cherefare the defires remedies. front 
me, coftopthat old'defluxion of Rheum into ber Lungs, and cotree her from theſe incohves 
* piencies, ſheis fubjzectunro. Which char Imay do it more conveniently, we muſt —_ 
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thecauſe chereof, that che ſame being known, may by convenient remedies be oppoſed. I 
conceive the principal cauſe thereof to bea cold and moiſt diftemper of the brain, which as wel 
from che reliques ot its aliment, as from che vapors arifing our of the parts beneath into che 
head, does breed many wheyiſh humors, which by the ſtrengch of che Brain, are driven ouc 
into the Lungs. This caule is peradventure afjifted by a diſtemmper of the Liver being ſomwhar 
over hoc, eſpecially in a-body not enjoying che benefic of cranfpiration, ſuch as is the body of 
a very fac woman. And fceing che Lungs bave alongrime received this defluxion, chey are 
now thereby filled, and {oa period-holding tiflick 1s cauled by tirs, which come at uncertain 
diſtances of time. And chart I may giveadvice tor che old whrmicy, al our endeavor oughr.I 
conceive coaim, char in che ficft place, the humor collected in che head may be hindred tram 
falling into the Lungs 3 and ſecondiy, that what 1s alceady collected in the Lungs, may by con= 
venient remedies be wel brought up by coughing and ſpitting. Both chele intentions may be 
performed, tf her whol body be purged chus fal of che Leate wich ſuch pils as are good far the 
Head, viz.* Apprepgacive pils, and line quibus, agrick being added to chem : which ler her 
cake twice a month, atcer her ticfſt fleep. Euc before the uſe of the pils, her body muſt be 

urged wich a decodtion, of Sena, made ina pectoral decoction wherein agrick and rhubarb 
muſt be infuſed,and an ou:tce of iyrup of roles added co che ſtrained liquor. To theſe may be ad- 
ded che frequent uſe of clyſters ; and her bady being parged open the baſilica veine of her righc 
Arm, and take away cwo imal porringersof blood. Lec her head which ſends the defluxion 
inco her Lungs be cured wich a cephalick fomentation, made ofa Lie of Vine branches, whece- 
in orice roor of Florence, calamus aromoticus, Schenanth, berony, marjoram, ſage, with 
Senna leaves have been boyled, adding ac che end of the decoction a fourth parc of red wine. 
With chis her head muſt be fomenced, 1n the morning, for che {pace of an hour, and then be- 
ing dried ic muſt be anointed wich Nard oy] and chymical oy] of Lurpentinegwich a liccle Aqua 
vitz, a long time together, lay ing cotton wool thereon, filled with pouder of F lorencine 
orice, Marjoram, and Sage. Which if it donogood, ard che coldneſs continueyg provide her 
a plaiſter de Beronica of che larger compoliczon,adding thereto Benjamin, Storax, picch,and hoc 
cephalick pouders, as of orice roor, Gypreſs roor,Marjoram, witha liecle Turpencine, co hay to 
her head, chehair being firſt ſhaven off. From thele we mutt come co cauteries, which muſtbe 
applyed co the cop of her head,avoiding the ſutures. Let her 3n the winter continue her Cucufa 
and head coverings,which have been ordered by taichful Phyſicians Ler her noſtrils continue 
open; andifchey hap tobe ſtopped, the muſt ticſt uſe light Errhines or noſe-liquors, then 
more ſtrong ones, which are co be retuſed 1n this fort of duleaſe. 

To ſtrengthen her head, make an opiate, of conſerve of roſemary flowers, treacle, mithri- 
dace, preſerved cicron-pills, preſerved Nucmegs ; mixt with conferve of Colts-foor, and bor= 
rage, and al made up with ſyrup of ftzchados inco the forme of an EleCtuary, 

And her Lungs in whole windpipes very much tflegm is contained, muſt be cured with pe= 
Coral or cough decoftions, made of the roots of Elecampane,Florencine orice,dragon, wich 
berony, Hyſlop, Savory, andother Cough medicamencs invented by skilful Phyſicians, = 

Allo a Lohock thal be provided of che root of Aium or Cucko=pincle, and of Dragon roaft= 
edunder the embers, whereunto being beaten, che pulpe of ſebeſtens, jujubes, raifons of the 
Sun, wich Diarragacanthum frigidum muft be mixed, al being made up iato a Lick-por, with 
ſyrup of Maiden-haire, which lec her frequently take from a liquoris ſticks The pouder of 
Fox lungs may be added therero.

Bur in the Diſeaſes otche Luvgs, becaule while 
they melr and ſeparate the ſerous or wheyith ſubſtance chey render chat which remains more 
if and hard co be brought up. _— when Milk provokers are diſtinguiſhed from ſuch 
chings as move che Courles, the latter muſt be morebiting and hotter, becauſe che womb draws 
noc coit ſelf: contrariwiſe milk provokers ought to be leſs hot, becauſe both blood of ic ſelf 
goes to the dugs and is drawn chicher : and why chen do we uſe things ſo hot and bitingto 
purge che Kidneys, ſeeing they have a moſt ſtrong arrraQtive facuky ? 1: 1s one ching ro be ab= 
tolucely Diurerick, another ro havethe power of moving Urin, another to have the power to 
walſt and wear che ſtonezor to cur the marrer. Such as cuc ſtoney, collections, though chey cur, 
yet ought they nor co be very hot. For coo much heat concracts and tenders the ſtone hard 
andcompad by drying it, bur does not cut the fame, nor divide ir. And thereforethoſe things 
which dry not and moderately heat, do breed milk ; ſuch things as heat more, and dry not 
very much, provoke the Courſes : and both provoke urin : as alſo ſuch things as heat and 
dry : and they are termed Diureticks, not becauſe they alone move Urins, but becauſe they 
move nothing but Urins, neither Milk nor Courſes. But ſomtimes Diureticks are to be uſed, 
other whiles Ureticks : and theſe ſatter when we wonld lenifie, moiſteo, and diſſolve the 
body of the ſtone, but not to melt and diſſolve it by taking away the thinner part, and ren- 
dring the thicker more ſtubborn and rebellious to work upon. For things that moiſten and 
coo), and withal in ſome meaſure move Urine, becauie they corre the dryneſs, they remove 
the occaſion of more contumacious concretion or growing together of the ſtony matter. The 
Author of the Book of Kidney diſeaſes, who ever he were, waſts the ſtone with things of 
luke warm temper. For bot Urine-provoke.us barden the ftone,but lukewarm things by little 
and little diminiſh the ſame, and make it not harder. For ſeeing the ſtone is gathered and 
compatted by over much beat, lukewarm things are good, as being contrary to thoſe things 
which did breed theſtone. But Diurenich, and very bot things do make the ſtone har der. But 
"when there 3s as yet no ſtone, or it is not great, yet obſtrutiion # cauſed by grawvel, and by 
#hickandclammy Juyces, then you may ſafly adminiſter hot things, and ſuch as open obſiru- 
tions. Which is the Counſel of Galen when he explains thoſe two words, Leptrnai, and 
Hapalunai, to attenuate and to ſoften, ſo as Leptienaz to attenuate is to be referred to the 
Humors, Hapalznai to ſofter, is to be referred tothe ſolid Members. Although faies he 
wedo nor pive Hellebore, it is good that the Humors be thin, and the body of the Kidneys 
ſoft, thacthe Humors may eafily paſs chrough them, For the ſtone wil never begin to breed 
if a man ſhal bave his Humors alwaies tbin, and the body of his Kidneys ſoft» And that] 
'may couclude, it is one thing to confider, the ſand it ſelf and gravel to be voided, and Ano- 
'ther to conſider the ſtone, which either is made or in making. For the gravel and againſt 
obſtrucions,Diureticks, and things ſomwhat ſharp, as the detergents or ſcourers wil be good: 
bur for the ſtone in making, ſuch as hinder its encreaſe, as ſcour away the adhering gravel, 
cut and attenuate the glue that ſodders the ſtone. But for the ſtone already made, ſuch 
things are good as ſoften and havea certain lukewarm faculty, eſpecially that the ſharp, bi- 
ting, and dry heat may be tempered, which is the compaRer and baker of the ſtone. If the 
law of Contrariety is to be obſerved, a Phyſitian muſt oppole what is thick by ſuch things as 
- attenuate, what is hard by thingsthat ſoften, what is clammy and tough, by things whicſt 
_ divide and cut: Now openers and Diaphoreticks have mixt forces; for openers have 2 
mixture of the powers of things which divide and make thin, and Diaphoretick of the powers 
of attenuaters, aperitives, and detergents ; for ſo the waies being opened, and the humor at- 
tenuated, that wil be ſcoured off which was faulty, and forced into the Skin, to be driven 
out by ſweat and exhalation. And now for that ſame ſnevil or Flegmatick matter which 
grows together in the bladders of ſach as are troubled with the ſtone, whence comes 
a Flepmatick ſnottie Urine, And Mſr. Fernelius, reckons, that ſuch an Urine proceeds

And 
haply Cifmy conjecture may find place) Nacure by ah inconſiderace and fortuicous prudevce, 
doch ſuggeſt chis ſlimy macter, chac che ſtone may be made thereby lels offenfive. Nor.is there 
any need co ſcoure away thits flegm and mucilage, which would otherwiſe miagace the patients 
pains. For as long as it 1s not 1n ſo great quantity, as co fil the cavicy of che bladder, tomych 
profic comes chereby , chat che ſtone being daubed cherewith, becomes familiar to the blad- 
der, and by that meanes much leſs pains doe happen in makeing water. As couching che ucia, 
whether or no ic ought to be lenifted, and cempered, may be reafonably queſtioned : for whac 
need have we to {eeke detergents and {courers from abroad, when.we have an equivalent remes 
dy at home. - For the urinedoes purge, ſcour and wafh away, Yea and ſome ſtone-cugrersafe 
ter they have taken our the ſtone, doejudiciouſly forbeare co pucany detergent and purging 


 medicamencs into theulcer, becauſe the urine coming that way, doth by its clenſing faculty 


ſupply cbeic place. And when 1D perſons ſubject co che ſtone, che Urine is tempered to avoid 
-pain, it loles ſomuch of its clenſing taculcy. Bur I leave this to the conſideration of others. 
*T'is now time tocometo the Jaſt Queſtions. Concerning the proper ſenſe of the words Apge 
.Junai and Lepieneingl have already ſpoke, occafionally.Hzppocrates ſeems to require g Cefcain 
; ſoftening of the kidneys when they are coo hard, and an exact atrenuation or thin making of the 
.humors, buc chat principally becauſe he ſpeaks of an heleborate medicament, which is uſeful 
.n young bodies and olddileaſes, which cannot be ſtired withour a Lever. Now this ſoftoing of 
the more ſolid bodies, cherefore procured, chat the patient may not incur the hazard of luifo- 
:cation, and chat chere may be no great occaſion of a convulſion. But Galen does more largely 
,extend che ſenſe of choſe words of Hippocrates. And though we ule no bellebore, yerhe 
 thinkes the more ſollid body of the kidneys ought co be looſened and mollified. But in foruen-: 
rations, bathing, and ſoftening, great caution muſt be uſed, for three inconyeniencies fallow. 
In che ficſt place frequent fomentations effeminate che fleſh : alfo, by cauſing weakneſs, ic 
weakens the expullive tacculty eſpecially, ſo that it cannor ſo wel quit itſelf of what is moleſt- 
ful. Thicdly, chough Igranc chere may be great occaſionsco uſe theſe medicamencs z yer when

And Hippocrates did not impertinently at fiſt 2dmcnith,thar the d1Fer= 
ences of the pains in the ſides or breſt,and o:her parts was ro be obſerved,as 1D ſome the parts be= 
bindthe midrif and the ſhonlderblades are pamed z 1n othersthe thigh 1s mun:med 3 yea and in 
che ſame parcgthere is a difference of the paines,for cne pain 1s Gul,the other fharp,in which caſe 
che prudence couſideracion of the Phy ſitian is detited. For the com on people and tome unckilful 
ylicians, do frequently by miſtake attribute rhe caute of the pain toa catarrh, when ir wholly 
longs to the Kidneyes, and al che cure 1s tote applyed rothen:. Ard theaefcre Hipfocrates an 
excellenc Teacher;thus writes :Thoſe who being diſeaſed in therr kadnies, bane paines about the 
muſcles of their back-bone 3, if they ar iſe abcut ihe external paris, expett an inpoſtume out- 
wards, &c. Whereupon, che moſt learned Arculanus, £Mcg i:gnes of an impoſtime in 
the kidnies, eſpecially inthe coares of the taid kidnies, reckors a crficulty 11) tending of the 
back, a troubleſome cough, and thar the patient cannar eatijy ſtzr d cr po upright. Ard yer 
many ſo affected, have been by phyfitianrs cured as 1t they werefticubled with a Cararthe,whers 
by they have loſt al their labour. And amongſt thereft di)ipnent attention Cupht to be given 
ro what Hippocrates writes, touching the ſundry torts of ditezaes which molt the kidneys, 
In explicating whereof, he writes chat am og other ccncemitane 1rgns of diſeates in the Kide 
neys, are pains in the breft and chighs. Yea verily mary Hove becn ced for the Pleurifie, 
whenas the cheif cauſe of the diſeaſe was the Ricney, entha Favire a ficewe 11:1, or etherwiſe 
" diſeaſed. Hippoerates celebrates rwo humors as Chief cautes of kidriey difcates, viz. tem, 
and choller. And it 15 co be obſerved, that grear care be had, Icaſt the preatnets ot the kiCney de» 
ceive us,elpecially ſuch a greatnelsas ſom Jorg & hidden queate has ceuted. For a phylitien is of= 
=ren thereby decerved, beleeving thac ic 1s a tumor 1n the {pleen,and thar thoſe paines which ariſe 
often under the baſtard ribs,are from the ſpleen,wheras chey proceed wholly irem the growth of 
the kidney. For diſſection alone after the patients death declares, chat which tbe Priidence of 
Phyſirzans could nor attain unto, Ard theietore in the ſame part thereate iundry forts of Pain. 
In the Kidney an heavy pain, and two waties heavy ; for that 1s truly heavy which carries with 
it a ſence of heavynets, and bareia odune, an heavy pain, is Oxeia, a ſharp pain. For both 
cheſe paines happen. The cruly heavy, it che fione lie 11 ine fubfiarice of the Kicnies, alfo 
it che ſubſtance of the kidneys be inflamed. An 2aque pane, when other parts than the 
ſubſtance of the kidnes ace pained, as the Coar incompeſling the kidnies (and it may be Pain= 
ed by a ſtone contained in the ſubſtance of che kidties by diftention , in caſe the

-thofe who conceive che kidneyes ate coupled totke thighs by the Urinary patiages, or mem- 
- bras, or nerves, or chepernonzum, are untkutul in Anatemy, _ 
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fedted which deicends unco che thighs: for chey are both trom one branch of che vena caya,which 


nature has diſtributed coche lower parts. Now the vein which goes intothe thighs being filled, 


che nerve or muicle is compreſſed, whereupon the animal ſpiric does nor paſs unto the thigh, 
Here mencion is mede of the Nerves, bur in che ocher nor, And one thing is co be noted, which 
che ſain? Author obſerves, viz. Thar in the difturbance cauſed by a ſtone in the kidney, one of

Somtimes if the Patients 
were ſtrong, I gave them ar the beginning 
of the Diſeaſe Rhubarb in the ſub- 


ftance, not neglecting Cordial Epithems. 
The ſame kinds of Medicaments 1 uſed in 


Children which were waſted with this kind 
of flux, or the melting flux ſo called, eſpe- 
cially in the Summer time, I adviſed ſom- 
times Clyſters parcly ſtrengrhening, paccly 
nouriſhing, and all in a mannerc recovered 
through the mercy of God.
